ing in the East river. Hundreds died 
of 
disease contracted during such 


confinement, and starvation 
claimed 


many of the other.*. Theie is a mon- 
ument to the memory of the maityrs 
in Trinity churchyard. Manhattan. 
bul it has long been felt that it is in- 
adequate.

was incorporated in 190-1 to procure 
money for the monument.
